THE NEW SECKETAKY. 


CINCINNATI, June 29.—The sixth na- 


tional convention of the Prohibition 
patty wftB called to order by Chairman 
Dickey this morning. 


Ex-Governor St. John of KannaB waa 


made temporary chairman amid the 
cheering oi the delegates. In hie address 
he -,"p!d the Prohibition party Btood for 
peace, prosperity and happiness to every 
home, and death to every saloon in the 
laud. It demands for woman equafcpay 
in the shop and equality at the polls; 
that north, south, west and east, black, 
white, rich and poor, every human bo- 
ing shall have protection for life and 
property; tbat tha expense of the Rovern- 
raont shall be levied on wealth ID stead of 
the neceBBitieB of tho people; that all 
money should be issued by the govern- 
ment; that every dollar Hbull he equal 
belore the law ot every other dollar, and 
that tho coinage of both metald shall 
be free. 
He .discuaeed other important moaa- 


urea, and closed by saymg that legalized 
liquor traflii; waa the t-reatest monopoly 
that ever existed; it TJestroya 150,000 
lives and costs a billion and a half dol- 
lars annually. Its product ia Demo- 
cratic and Republican rule, otid the I'ro- 
hibition party ia the only party that 
darea to fight "thia mightiest curse ol the 
world. No fusion, deuls or compromlnee 
with any other party should be made. 


The speech was frequently interrupted 


by applause.

Be gradu- 
ated at the Indiana state nnlvereity in 
1855. 
After a year at Harvard law 


school he was admitted to the bar, and 
began to .practice at Evaneville. He 
entered the national service in 1861 ae 
major of the Twenty-fifth Indiana in- 
fantry. Later he was appointed colonel 
of the 130th Indiana infantry.. He was 
sent as United States minister to Mexico 
by Grant in 1873 and was reappointea 
by Hayes in 1880. In March of that 
'ear he waa transferred to Russia and 
jeld that mieeion until November, 1881, 
when he resigned. President Arthur 
appointed him minister to 6pain, and he 
eorved from February, 1883, to March, 
1885. Then he resigned and returned to 
the United States.

Bev. Wayland Hoyt, D.D., and was do- 
nated to tho American Baptist Publica- 
tion society lor Evangelical work by 
John D. Rockefeller, Colgate lioyt, 
Charles L. Colby, John B.Trevor.oatues 
B. Colgate and E. J. Barney. 


In Ore months forty places on tho 


Pacific coast were visited and more than 
500 meetingB were held by .llev. E. G. 
Wheeler mid wife, general missionaries 
ol the society lor Hsven years on the 
north Pacific coast. The result of theeo 
meetings wan that nearly 400 persons 
proleeeed conversion, ten churches were 
instituted and all but one ol them pro- 
vided with piiBtom before tho car left tbe 
places where the churches were insti- 
tuted.

SoroeUiluff For Growers to Digest 


Before the State Convention 


Me* ts. 


Kuiroit RKruuucAN—I intendeA to in' 


troduca some reeolutious at the raisin 
tiroweiV convention last Wednesday 
which would, if adopted, give practica 
effect to the petition now in circalation 
for the eigaaturee of the raisin grower*, 
but in tbe pressure of a great deal ol 
other buslnwB I did not gut the oppor- 
tunity. 


I submit herewith some resolutions for 


which I bespeak tho favorable notice, of 
the "atate raisin growers convention^ 
which'will meet next'Saturday in toil 
city. 


Resolved, First, that from now an<] 


henceforth instead of continuing in this 
senseless and destructive competition 
between ouredlves, we, tbe undersigned, 
agree and hereby bind ourselves eacb to 
tbe other as individual .raisin growers 
and as A union of groweiB, to wit: - Thai 
we will not compete, butco-operatewith 
each other in the packing and marketing 
of our raieine this season. 


Second—We hereby agree and bind 


ourselves ae individual growers that we 
will not eel) our raisins to any person or 
persons, but we hereby atzree that our 
entire crop of this year's raisins shall be 
market.-d by a co-operative union com- 
po-ed of the signers of. this agreement; 
and that in no cflsa'fthall the raisins 
owned by tbe members of this union be 
eold at a price that will bring the grow- 
ers less than 5 cents per pound in tbe 
sweat box, except ae hereinafter pro- 
vided in the fourth clause of this agree- 
ment. 


Third—In case that 5 conte cat;not be 


realized in the sweat bos, we hereby as 
individual growers aeree that the direct- 
ors—yet to be chosen—ot this union 
Hhull have authority to store our raieins 
in warehouses, insure such raisins, and 
borrow money upon them at tbe lowest 
iutere.t obtainable under tbe circum- 
stancee, so ae to aneist such growers 
(members of this union) ae may be in 
need of funds, until such a time a* when 
Mm raieius are sold at the herein stipu- 
lated price or pricus. 


Fourth—Whenever it appears to tbe 


juddf-ment of tbe directors of Ibie union 
that it IB unwise, impracticftblt, unprofit- 
able, etc., to bold the raisins any longer, 
and the 5 cents per pound, as herein 
stipulated, cannot in tbeir judgment be 
obtained, then the directors shall call a 
meeting of tbe members of this union, 
and a vote be taken whether the raieine 
shall'be eold at a lower price, or still be 
held so AB to obtain the herein stipulated 
price. A two-third vote of the members 
of tbe union voting shall decide the 
question in this matter. 


Firth—If the signatures of seventy-five 


per cent of nil tbe raisin growers in the 
county are obtained to thie agreement, 
or if 1000 ot such growers sign thie pros- 
pectus, then a meeting of all such sign- 
ers shall be called and an organization 
of the proposed union be effected, nnd 
proper oflirere, directors, committeee, 
etc., be appointed or elected to govern 
Urn union, and a constitution and by- 
lawe adopted. 


Sixth—In case that the above speci- 


fied number of signatures uro not ob- 
tained to this prospectue, then this 
agreement shall be null and void. How- 
ever, if ninety per cent of the whole 
number ot persons who Binned this proa- 
peclua decide to RO on and organize the 
inloD, then this agreement ehnll be 
rinding upon all tbe signers of this proa- 
pectuB.
